Report of the Trustees of the Public Library. 


At the commencement of the year the Board of Trus- 
tees was organized by the choice of J. P. Newell as chair- 
man and Jennie. F. Center as librarian, secretary and 
treasurer. The library has been open for loaning and re- 
turning books every Saturday afternoon during the year from 
half past two until five o’clock. 


The number of bound volumes in the library is 670 ; 
number of pamphlets 60; number of patrons 75 and the 
number of books loaned 1220, beside those which have been 
consulted at the library. 


During the year 26 volumes have been donated by the 
Ladies’ Social Circle, also the Century and Cosmopolitan 
Magazines, Munsey’s Magazine by Mrs. Jennie F. Center, 
a copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary by Rev. J. P. 
Newell, a book entitled ‘- Register of New Hampshire 
Soldiers and Sailors, War of the Rebellion,” by the state 
and a copy of Agricultural Reports by Senator Gallinger. 
The Trustees have purchased 44 new books with the money 
appropriated by the town for this purpose. ‘There are many 
good books in the library and we congratulate the citizens of 
Litchfield that they have had the wisdom to establish and 
the disposition to maintain it. No better investment could 
be made. 


The building in which the library is kept greatly: needs 
to be repaired. The roof leaks badly and some other re- 
pairs should be attended to at once.
